By the King, 
A PROCLAMATION 


For the better putting in Execution the Law againſt the Importation and Selling of 
Foreign Buttons, and Prohibiting all Foreign Buttons whatſoever. 


JAMES R. 
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0 1. That a certain Ac of Parliament made in the Fourteenth year ot the Reign of 
Our late Bꝛother of bleſſed memoꝛy, Intituled, An Act for Prohibiting the Importati- 
on of Foreign Bonclace, Curwork, Imbroidery, Fringe, Bandſtrings, Buttons, and Needle- 
work, (ouid be dulp and etfectually obſerved and put in Execution, and moze 
particularly in relation to Foꝛeign Buttons of all ſozts, as by Our ſaid Pꝛo⸗ 
clamatien may moe fully appear. And Whereas ſeveral of Dur Subjects 
Trading in Forign haur⸗ Buttons have Humbly repreſented to Us, That by 
realon cf the doubtkul Penning of ſome parts of the ſaid Act of Parliament, 
whereby it d.dnot plainly appear (as tip are adviſed) That Foreign Hairs 
Buttons Were by the fatd Act $320hiwwited to be Impoꝛted and Sold in tins Dur Kingdom, they Had fo2 ſome 
pears lift pat Imp ented che laid Commoditp; Andhumbly pzaping, That in regard they had made Con- 
trags bifo:r notice of Our ſaid Droclamation, foz Impoꝛteng lome quantities ot Foreign Hair⸗Buttons, 
ie would be gractouſip pleaſed to allow them ſome realouable time fo: Impoꝛting ſuch Fozcign Hair⸗ 
| Duttens dul, as were already Shupped, 02 Contracted koz Vy £{1ci2t:; And te Having thereupon vouch⸗ 
ſafcd to cauſe all pꝛoceedings upon Our aid Pꝛocla mation to be U. ed for ſome time: Pow to the intent 
that a due remedy may be had in the Pꝛemiſſes, and that all manner of pertons wharſoever, who ſhall here⸗ 
akter be found Offenders herein, may Have no creuie left, but map acknowlebge their own wiltulnels to be 
the caule of the Danger and Penalty they fall into airerc tumely Advertiſeinent, (de Have thought fit by and 
with the Advice of Pur Bzivy Council, furcher to Pubuch and Oeclare Our Olealure to be, and do by 
this Dur Royal Proclamation itrictiy Charge, Pꝛohlbit and Command, Thatiirom and after the Thee 
f and twentieth day of thisinſtane |iwvary, no perſon oz perlons zzatibes, Aliens oz others, Us oz hall Im⸗ 
poꝛt oꝛ bꝛing in, oꝛ cauſe to be Impoꝛted 92 bzought into this Our Kingdom of kagland, Dominion ok ales, 
02 Poꝛt 02 Lown of Berwick upon Tweed, any Foreign Buttons whatlocver, made oz to be made en any Fo⸗ 
reigu Parts whatſoever by way of Perchandtze, oz to be Sold, Bartered, o2 Erchanged : And that ns y57- 
ſon oꝛ perſons (hall at any time hereafter directly oꝛ indirect!p Buy, Bargain oꝛ Contrace fo2 o2 concerning 
the Impoꝛtation of any Fozeign Buttons of what ſoꝛt oz kind ſoever, o2 Atter o2 Sell any Fozrign 25ut- 
tons whatſoever, Which from the {aid Thee and twentieth day of this initane January fall be Impoꝛted 
: from any parts beyond the Seas, under the ſeveral Pains and Kozfeitures p2ovided in that behaif by tie 
! ſaid Act of Parliament, and by the Laws and Statutes ct th s Dur Realm, and upon pain of-ſuch fur- 
ther Puniſhments as by the utmoſt ſeverity of Law may be Jufliſted upon ſuch Offenders to2 their Con 
! tempt of Our Royal Authozity : And whereas by Dur ſaid Pꝛoclamatton Te did Direct all ſuch Foꝛeign 
Buttons Jmpo2ted, to be from t me to time deſtroyed, whereby us Encouragement is given to ſuch Per 
* ſons as ſhall be Infozmers oz Seizers of all manner of Buttons Which hall be Impoꝛted as afo:cſaid, 
! Weare now G2aciouſly pleaſed to Gzant and Declare, That all ſuch 2uttons which hall be Impoꝛted, 
{ Bartered 02 Sold contrary to this Our Pꝛoclamation, ſhall be Scted, in Whoſe hands ſoever theyſhall ve 
found, and inſtead of deſtroying the ſame, That one Moiety thereof (hall be to the Ale of Us Our heirs 
and Succeſſozs, and the other Moicty thereof (hall be to the Tſe of the perſon oꝛ perſons who lhall give Jn- 
kozmation, o2 Setze the ſame from time to time; And the Commiſſioners, and other the Officers of Dur 
/ Cuſtoms, aud all other Our Officers and Subjects are to take notice thereof, and govern themſelves ac- 
coꝛdingly. And Me do hereby further Require and Command, That Our ſaid founer Proclamation ſhall 
| by all and every Dur Officers, Miniſters, and Subjects be duly cbſerved and obeyed in all other 
things, Which are not repugnant to theſe Dur Royal Directions herein Expꝛeſled and contained. And 
| laſtiy We do hereby Declare, That nothing herein contained ſhall ertend to gwe L berty to any perſon 02 
; perſons Whatſoever to Impoꝛt any Fozeign Buttons into Dur ſaid Kingdom of England, Dominion of 
ales, 02 Town oꝛ Poꝛt of 3erwick upon Tweed, foz oz concerning Which any Contract oꝛ Agreement hath 
been made at any time ſince the Publiſhing of Our fozmer Pꝛoclamation. 
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Given at Our Court at Whitehall the Thirteenth day of January 1683. In the Third Year of Our Reign.
